INCOMK TAX 


The Internal Revenue bill, which in- 


cladea the income tax, has been agreed 
upon by the majority of the Committee 
on Ways and Means and mil be acted 
upon in the House when the Wilson 
bill is disposed of by that body. 


The bill provides for a tax on in- 


comes to go into effect January 1,1895, 
the first collection to be made July 1, 
1895. 
All classes of incomes are 


included 
and 
a 
uniform 
tax 


^of 2 per cent is imposed on all incomes 
exceeding $4,000. All persons •whose 
individual income exceeds $3,500 are re- 
quired to make a return to the local 
Internal Revenue Collector, but no tax 
will be levied on incomes less than 
$4,000. It was deemed advisable to 
leave a margin of $500 below the ex- 
emption amount in order that the re- 
turns might show all incomes subject 
to tax. If a person having an income 
of over $3,500 fails to make returns it is 
made the duty of the revenue officer to 
make inquiry as to the amount of such 
person's income, and if the inquiry dis- 
closes an income of over $4,000 it is sub- 
jected to twice the ordinary tax and 
the person will be liable to fine and im- 
prisonment. No information as to the 
details of incomes reported by citizens 
can be made public, the penalty for 
violating this provision being a fine 
and imprisonment 


It is estimated that not more than 


85,000 persons out of 12,000,000 voters, 
that is one oat of about 150, will be 
subject to the tax, and the tax will be 
exclusively among the wealthy in the 
cities. The business of levying and 
collecting the tax is placed in charge of 


• the internal revenue officials and when 
necessary deputy revenue collectors 
will be appointed especially for the 
purpose. 


No measure yet introduced in Con- 


gress with a probability of becoming 
a law seems more equitable than the 
income tax. It effects but a small 
number of persons and only those who 
can afford to pay. If a person's in- 
come does not exceed $4,000 a year he 
does not have to pay the tax and if the 
income is not at least $3,500 the person 
is not required to make return to the 
Revenue Collector. It is contended in 
advocacy of the bill that property re- 
quires more protection than life, as it 
is more natural for a man to steal than 
to kill, therefore property should pay 
in proportion f,o its value for the pro- 
tection of itself by the Government.

report of President Valentine of Wells,

which is $12,117,080 less than the pro- 
duct of the previous year During 
ILia year there was exported to China 
Jap i i md other Asiatic States, $67, 
715, -oj. Of this not one dollar .ever 
returns to the United States 
China 


Japan and India are the grave yards oi 
silver. It is a legal tender iu those 
countries and they keep all they get of 
the metal. They absorb more silver in 
a year than -was purchased under the 
Sherman act and are never satiated. 


The silver produced in the United 


States last year if coined into dollars 
would not be sufficient to give each in- 
habitant of the country one dollar 
apiece, yet the goldbugs insist that it 
would impair confidence and ruin our 
credit if the money of the country 
was inflated to that extent. With the 
gold product only $38,000,000, less than 
half a dollar apiece for 'the people of 
the United States, and one-thalf of that 
is used in the arts, it is contended that 
this country should be put on a gold 
basis financially, and that interest- 
bearing bonds, payable in gold, should 
be issued rather than coin the silver 
stored in the Treasury It is not sur- 
prising that people are asking whether 
the adherents of the gold bug parties 
in the West, who uphold such a policy, 
are knaves or fools, and whether they 
should be electrocuted or trepuued? 


THE heirs of Colonel Nicholas Lutz 


of Beading, Pennsylvania, claim to 
have discovered in the archives at 
Washington, that he was not paid in 
fall for flour and wheat furnished 
Washington's army. They will bring 
suit to recover $8,000, the amount 
claimed to be due, and interest, from 
the Government. This is one of the 
oldest claims yet made against the 
Government. Colonel Lutz was on 
Washington's staff and owned several 
flour mills at the tima he was in Wash- 
ington's army.

CHINESE SIX COMPANIES. 


They Now Order Chinese Laborers to 


.Register. 


SAN FBANCHSCO, January 19.—The 


Chinese Six Companies have issued an 
order to the Chinese laborers to regis- 
ter. 
The notice was posted up in 


Chinatown yesterday afternoon. They 
were not told to register under the old 
law before, and this comes as a sur- 
prise to those acquainted with the 
facts. Far from being told to register 
before, they were told not to register, 
but the companies have changed their 
minds. Following is a translation of 
the notice: 


" iSfotice to Chinese laborers to regis- 


ter under the new law. You have six 
months' time. Register now and we 
will test the law afterwards. We notify 
all laborers to register. Yon have to 
give the date ef your arrival in this 
country. The law was enacted Euong 
Suey 19th, 9th month, 26th day. The 
President of the United States signed 
the bill that day. The time expires 
third month, 26th day. You have to 
register inside of these six months at 
the Registration Office and get your 
certificate of residence. One part of 
the edict in regard to Chinese labor 
coming into this country is that mer- 
chants, women and girls are not obliged 
to register unless they see fit. To reg- 
ister you require one witness. Any 
Chinaman will answer as a witness. Tt 
is not necessary to get a white witness. 
You require three photographs. No 
other expenses are required. If any 
Custom-house officer or any person 
asks an extra fee it is a swindle and you 
can 
have 
him 
arrested. 
Those 


who came here before Euong Suey, 
7th year, are entitled to register, all 
coming after that time have been 
smuggled in and cannot register."

THE WILSON BILL. 


Dalzell Arraigns Johnson. 


WASHINGTON, January 19.—The House 


Committee of the Whole resumed con- 
sideration of the Tariff bill, the pend- 
ing amendment being that of Johnson 
of Ohio, placing steel rails on the free 
list 


Wilson asked unanimous consent 


that three hours be set aside next Mon- 
day for consideration of the amend- 
ment to the sugar schedule. Agreed 
to. 


Dalzell then proceeded with his 


speech begun yesterday. He began by 
recapitulating the charges he had made 
against Johnson. He had shown, be 
said, that Johnson manufactured cer- 
tain kinds of street railway rails be- 
hind the protection of 190 patents, and 
wanted railway rails to go on the free 
list; that he coerced his employes in 
the face of winter and starvation into 
accepting as wages, oue-thir£ cash and 
two-thirds script, that he made rntrue 
statements aad had altered the sten- 
ographer's notes and the last script 
had been hawked about the streets of 
Johnstown, and had been bought in at 
a discount by a relative of Johnson be- 
fore it was redeemed at par. 


Johnson replied to Dalzell in the 


semi-humorous vein. He (Johnton) 
did not claim to be a philanthropist. 
Johnson's amendment to put steel 
rails on the free list was lost—79 to 
100. 


Henderson, of Iowa offered an amend- 


ment to the substitute to the present 
Law for the agricultural schedule. A 
long debate on agriculture ensued. 


AGAINST ISSUING BONDS.

Storm, Cold and Warm Waves — The 


Weather Question.

ST. JOSEPH, Ma, January 19.—My 


last bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
wave to cross the continent from 
January 19tb to 23d, and the next will 
reach the Pacific Coast about January 
24th, cross the Western mountains by 
he close of the 25th, the Great Central 
valleys from 26th to 28th and the East- 
rn States about the 29tb. This dis- 
turbance will probably be at its great- 
st force in the Bosky Mountain States 
n the 25th or 26th. 
The first disturbance of February 
ill reach the Pacific coast about Jan- 


uary 30tb, cross the western mountains 


y the close of the 31st, the Great Cen- 
ral valleys from February 1st to 3d, 
nd the Eastern States about the 4th. 


cold wave will follow this storm, and 


will develop a low temperature, espec- 
ally in the northeastern States. 


Warm waves will cross the western 


mountains about January 24tb and 
50th, the. Great Central Valleys Jan- 
uary 26th and February 1st, and the 
Eastern States the 26th and February 
3d. Cool waves will cross the western 
mountains about January 27th and 
February 2d, the Great Central Val- 
eye January 29th and February 4th, 
and the Eastern States January 31st 
and February 6th. 


February will be a cold, stormy, dis- 


agreeable month and not favorable to 
agriculture and horticulture in the 
South. 


WEATHER INDICATIONS. 


If you will draw on paper two right- 


handed spirals yon will have the move- 
ments of the winds to both the high 
and low barometers. The air comes 
down in, and moves out from, the high 
jarometer and blows into and rises in 
a low barometer. 


This wind movement cannot be 
horoughly explained without illustra- 
ions, but if you desire to understand 
he weather, you must study out these 
points. 


These two barometers form an insep- 


arable pair; they live and die together 
and the artery of their beings is as in- 
disoluble as was that of the Siamese 
twins. If yon are located in the high 
jarometer and the wind is severe, you 
may well know that its mate, the low 
sarometer, contains a severe storm, 
ibough it may be a thousand miles 
away. To know where that storm is 
and the direction it is moving is a 
matter of interest to you, and you can 
know by studying the weather signs. 


As you will see, when you have 


understood the spiral motion, the wind 
blows nearly in a circle within both 
the high and low barometers. Don't 
forget that the storm centers, except 
the tornado, are always found within 
the low barometers and the cooler and 
clearing weather is found in the high 
barometers. 


If you stand on the outer edge of a 


low, 
facing its center, the wind will 


blow from your left toward your right) 
and if you similarly face the center of 
a high, the wind will blow from the 
right toward your left. 


If your barometer tolls you that you 


are in a low, place your left hand 
toward the wind and you will be facing 
the low or storm center; if you are hi 
a high barometer place your right band 
toward the wind and yon will be facing 
the center of the high. 


As these barometers, with the storm 


centers and storm waves, move from 
west to east, yon can form correct 
ideas as to the weather immediately 
ahead. 


THE WEATHBB QUESTION 


Is BO old and yet so little understood— 
in fact until a few years ago the people 
had almost despaired of ever under- 
standing it—that every statement made 
requires 
numerous 
explanations. 


Storms do not move directly from west 
to east, but that is their general course. 
They enter this continent on the west 
and leave it on the east.exeepting trop- 
ical hurricanes. The storms wind 
about on the continent, sometimes 
moving south or north and very rarely 
they are pressed back toward the west, 
but not far, and they soon return to 
their eastward march. 


To determine whether you are in the 


high or low barometer you must know 
what the normal barometer is for the 
month for your locality. The normal, 
or average barometer for January is 
much higher than it is for July. From 
about the first of April to about 
the last of September the North Ameri- 
can continent is covered with a low, 
and from about the first of October to 
about the last of March by a high. The 
transitory high and low barometers 
pas through these semi-annual barom- 
eters in summer and whiter. 


Draw a circle around Denver and 


600 miles distant, and within it the 
average barometer for January is 80.2. 
Outside of that line all the States west 
of the Mississippi and all south of the 
Ohio, except the Pacific coast, have an 
average of 80.15. The northeastern 
States range very close to 30.1 while 
the Pacific coast runs from 30 at sea 
level to 30.1 on the mountains. All 
this is for January, and when the 
barometer goes below that average it 
indicates the approach of clearing 
weather. 


The numbers used above axe for 


quicksilver barometers and are the 
number of inches of quicksilver in the 
tube that the atmosphere outside of 
the tube will exactly balance at aea 
leveL 


These lessons in the science of the 


weather are valuable, and those desir- 
ing more knowledge on the subject 
should preserve them for future 
reference.

Remarkable Experiments Wliloh Show 


How Easily the Eye Is Deceived. 


Some very remarkable experiments, 


which any one,with a little care, may 
repeat for himself, have recently been 
made on the perspective effects of color. 
If on a screen of black velvet pieced 
about 10 feet away large letters are 
pasted, some blue and some red, the let- 
ters will not appear to be at an equal 
distance from the eyes. To some per- 
sons the i-ed letters will seem nearer 
than the bine letters, while to others 
the contrary effect will be manifested, 
the blue letters appearing nearer than 
the red ones 


To produce this curious effect both 


eyes must be used. When one eye ia 
closed, the letters are all seen at the 
same distance. On opening the other 
eye one set of letters immediately ap- 
pears to take a pohiuon in advance of 
the others. 


The es^1 ...tiun offered is that a sort 


of stereo- pic effect is produced in the 
eye itself, depending on color. The im- 
age of a blue object is shifted by the 
eye toward one side, and that of a red 
object toward the other side, the cause 
of the shifting being the eccentricity of 
the pupil of the eye. 


This eccentricity may be increased by 


holding R black screen close to the eye 
so as to cover one-half of the pupil. 
The effect is best viewed by screening 
both" pupils at the same time. If on 
looking at blue and red letters on a black 
background placed 10 or 1 a feet away 
you see the red letters nearer than the 
blue ones, screen off one-half of the pu- 
pil of each eye, on the outside, and you 
will thea- see the red letters retire be- 
hind the blue ones. 


If you screen the pupils on the side 


toward the nose, you will see the red 
letters advance apparently still farther 
ahead of tho blue letters. 


If, on the other hand, you naturally 


see the blue in advance, screen the in- 
ner side of your pupils, and the red will 
come to the front. 


It has lately been shown by Dr. A. 


D. Waller that very beautiful effects 
can be produced with one eye alone 
•when, instead of letters, red or blue 
rings are pasted on a background of 
the opposite color. Placing red rings 
on blue paper and using the right eye 
with the inner aide of the pupil cov- 
ered, the appearance is that of circular 
red hillocks resting upon a blue ground. 


To produce this effect in its highest 


degree the paper should be held to the 
left and sloping in that direction. When 
the outer side of the pupil is screened, 
the red ring become circular trenches in 
tbejblue paper.—Youth's Companion.
